‘principal’ referred to 
here ig the President,’’ Senator Hef- 
(Dem.), of Alabama, declared 
today the Senate, in discussing 
the telegram which Ira E. Bennett 
sent from Washingto& to Palm 
Beach last Jan. 29. 

In the message Bennett, who is 


an editorial writer on the Wash- 
ington Post, informed his employ- 
er, E. B. McLean, that he had seen 
the “principal,’””’ who had assured 
him there would be “‘no rocking of 
the boat and no resignations.”’ 

“This telegram was sent,” Sena- 
ator Heflin said, ‘“‘when the Senate 
was discussing the necessity for 
the resignation of Secretary Denby 
and suggestions were made that At- 
torney-General Daugherty resign.’ 

The Senator sald ne wanted the 
oil committee to ask Bennett who 
it was he saw, and to have him ex- 
plain exactly whe he meant when 
he said he had seen “principal,” 
who, according to another part of 
the telegram, “expects reaction 
from unwarranted political at- 
tacks.”’ 

“T want the committee to go very 
thoroughly and minutely into the 
details regarding this. telegram,”’ 
Senator Heflin said. “I understand 
Mr. Bennett is to be called tomor- 
row, and so I call the committee’s 
attention to this’ matter a day in 
advance.”’ 

Committee Reads Messages. 


The Senate oil committee again 
suspended its public hearings today 
to examine a new batch of tele- 
grams bearing on the subjects it 
has under investigation. After a 
two-hour ‘executive Sessi6n, ~ ad- 
journment was taken for the day. 
Additional employes of E. B. Mc- 
Lean, publisher of the Washington 
Post, who had been summoned to 
testify. were notified they probably 
would be heard tomorrow. 

The committee found further 
reference to the “principal” men- 
tioned in one of the McLean tele- 
grams previously read into the rec- 
ord. Some committeemen @aid they 
regarded these telegrams as of pos- 
sible high importance. Every Ar- 
fort will be made to establish the 
identity of the “principal.” 


Editorial Writer the Author. 

Bennett, the editorial writer 
on the Washington Post, was 
the author of one of the 
“principal’”’ messages, sent from 
Washington, Jan. 29, to McLean at 
Palm Beach. .The committee has 
information that the reference was 
not to Attorney-General Daugherty 
as he was himeelf in Florida at 
that time. The telegram was 
marked “rush,” 

The Bennett message said there 
would be “no rocking of the boat 
and no resignations,” and added 
that the “principal” was expecting 
a reaction from “political attacks.”

It was suggested that Crim might

I should be less than candid with, 
you, however, if I did not say that 
in my judgment the strongest argu- 
ment that has been used in the 
United States in support of imme.

States. Feeling as I do, and as I 
am convinced the great majority 
of Americens do regarding our ob- 
ligations to the Filipino people, I 
have to say that I regard such ar- 
guments as unworthy.
